But the results of this fracas were not so serious 
as that of the night of February 3rd, 1881. On 
that occasion when the House was about to be 
cleared for a division, thirty-six Irish members 
refused to leave. All of them were suspended. 

Perhaps the only occasion which a House 
of Parliament was ever turned into the scene of a 
battle with firearms was in the Paraguay House 
of Congress on January 9th, 1902. A number of 
the opponents of Dr. A the President, formed 
a plot to him, seized him, forced him to sign 
his resignation, and shut him up in a prison. When 
news of this outrage arrived in the House a heated 
discussion ensued. 

The President’s partisans, finding themselves in 
a considerable minority, suddenly drew their pistols 
and began a regular fusillade.

Frox the dawn of civilisation the problem of how 
to deal with the criminal has vexed humanity. 

Our crude forefathers, who were matter-of-fact 
and unsentimental to o degree, made a point of 
scaly. the malefactors, more or less e: i- 
tiously, whienever they were fortunate en to

At 
the same time, it has been recognised that a cer- 
tain amount of restraint is necessary in the in-
